The long-talked-of cinder path for 
the University of Southern California 
athletic grounds has become a r ty 
the past week, and there is rejoicing 
among the student body. 

When Manager W. J. Hamilton an- 
nounces that several craloads of cin- 
ders had arrived from the north he 
asked for volunteer workers, and 
nearly one hundred responded. They 
faithfully tabored during Friday and 
Saturday. and when darkness called a 
halt the first cinder path in the south 
was completed. 

The enthusiasm did not stop with 
the men, for some of the young women 
were determined to give their aid.
